- Washington — (NC) — Charges 
made by Methodist Bishop G. 
Bromley Oxnam to the effect that 
the Catholic Church opposes the 
public school system and is seeking 
to break down the wall of separa- 
tion between Church and State 
were rejected as entirely false in 
statements by Msgr. John 5S. 
Spence, director of education in 
the Archdiocese of Washington, 
and William H. Collins, Washing- 
ton attorney and president of the 
Charles Carroll Forum. 


Bishop Oxham made his charges 
in an address to a meeting here 
of Protestants and Other Ameri- 
cans United for Separation. of 
Church and State. 


Monsignor Spence issued the 
following statement: ? 


“In his speech to Protestants 
and Other Americans United for 
Separation of Church and State 
Bishop Oxnam said that the Cath- 
olic Church is ‘opposed to our 
system of public education.’ The 
statement is false. Catholic edu- 
cators and parents know that the 
public schools have necessary 
place in American life. Catholic 
taxpayers are supporting public 
schools. Here in the District of 
Columbia, as elsewhere, Catholic 
schools have a good record of 
friendly cooperation with public 
schools. We do net want to see 
this spirit of partnership endang- 
ered by outside influences. 


“The Bishop charged that the 
Catholic Church’ has launched a 
‘full-scale attack upon the prin- 
ciple of separation of Church and 
State.’ No attack whatever has 
been launched on this constitution- 
al principle embodied in the First 
Amendment. We are not assault- 
ing any constitutional principle 
when we ask that public and paro- 
chial schoo? children of all denom- 
inations be included in govern- 
ment-initiated public welfare pro- 
grams. , 


“The U.S. Supreme Court, in 
the Eversun decision, established 
the constitutionality of free bus 
rides for all school children. - It 
is not conceivable that anyone 
would challenge the constitutional- 
ity of health services.

The Notre Dame chemist, who in 
1946 was the recipient of the Amer- 
ican Chemical Society Award in 
Pure Chemistry awarded annually 
to an American chemist under the 
age of 35, is the leader.in research 
at Notre Dame aimed toward the 
solution of the problem of the Rh 
factor in human blood. 


Dr. Price announced in Decem- 
ber of 1948 that he and his associ- 
ates for the first time in the history 
of science have isolated two chem- 
ical compounds capable of neutral- 
izing dangerous Rh antibodies in 
the blood which may cause still- 
births and miscarriages in pregn- 
ancy, and jaundice and-other blood 
diseases in newborn infants. Dr. 
Price and his associates now are 
attempting to determine the struc- 
ture of the compounds which, if 
successful, will pave the way for 
synthesizing the compounds, and 
the compounds then could be used 
for prevention of diseases result- 
ing from the Rh factor. 


Dr. Price was honored for his 
important scientific research dur- 
ing World War II with a certificate 
of merit from the Office of Scienti- 
fic Research and Development. 
During the war Dr. Price devoted

Enemies’ Estimate Of Priests 


RECENT convert observed: “To non-Cath- 
olics priests are strange creatures who seem 


to emphasize their difference by wearing odd 
clothes and by reading Latin books instead of 
the daily newspaper on the bus.” 


The odd clothing, we presume, means the 


cassock or ecclesiastical garb, which the priest. 
wears in his home and, of course, in church. 


The explanation of this is given in the ad- 


joining column. 


The attitude of the non-Catholic towards 


the priest varies from that of the one who has 
been taught that he is a hypocrite, who only 
pretends to lead a chaste and holy life, to that 
of the vaster number who, without knowing any- 
thing about the priest, harbors an inward re- 
spect for him. Frequent complaint is made by 
the former group against the respectful presenta- 
tion of the priest in the movies or in the press. 


The Communist, of course, does not like him 


because, without exception, the priest is un- 
alterably opposed to his ideology-—-and he must 
be if there be a God to be worshipped. The ir- 


religious do not like him because he denounces 
their morals, the books they write. 


In the sectarian press he is often represent- 
ed as a scheming individual, charging for his 
prayers and for Masses, and demanding from 
relatives considerably money “to pray out of 
purgatory” the souls of their recently deceased. 

He is represented as one who has ho mind 
of his own, but must always tag along with his 
Church, even when she holds to the Bible doc- 
trine relating to divorce, modern methods of 
birth congrol, etc.

Only a few months ago the Un- 
ited States Supreme Court de- 
clared it is against the Constitu- 
tion for any State organization 
to cooperate in the teaching of re- 
ligion. So I exercise my prerogative 
of free speech to make a protest. 
I protest against the President. 
I protest against Supreme Court 
Justice Vinson who signed that 
recent High Court decision. I pro- 
test against Justice Reed—who 
possibly might have an alibi and 
secretly must have been smiling 
to himself—for he was the only 
Supreme Court Justice to fight 
that decision and write a minority 
report—a very small minority of 
one. I protest against Vice-Presi- 
dent Barkley. I protest against the 
Protestant Minister, the Jewish 
Rabbi, and the Catholic Bishop 
who dared to utter public prayers 
carried all over the nation by radio 
and thereby violate the First 
Amendment by teaching religion at 
a State function.

He wrote: “The plaintiff, as she 
has every right to be, is an avowed 
atheist. What she has asked of 
the Court is that they not only 
end the released time plan, but 
ban every form of teaching which 
suggests or recognizes that there 
is a God. This Court is directing 
the Illinois Courts generally to 
sustain to the plaintiff’s complaint 
without exception on any of these 
grounds of complaint, without dis- 
criminating between them and 
without laying down any stand- 
ards to define the limits of the 
effects of our decision.” 

(In justice to Mr. Jackson, 
while laying down the decision of 
the Court and even though he 
eventually approved the majority 
decision, he was really trying to 
point out the danger of such a 
decision.

Dr. Fey managing editor of The 
Christian Century, said that the 
problem facing Americans is the 
“old one of clericalism.”

The House Un-American Ac- 
tivities committee, he said, is 
“doing the work of the Vatican 
state” when it issues such book- 
lets as “100 Things You Should 
Know About Communism and Rel}- 
gion.”

“clear violation” of the principle 
of church-state separation. He re- 
ferred here to “the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s power to proscribe religious 
groups,” which, he said, had been 
used to malign Protestant units. 


Dr. Miller related that a dele- 
gation of ministers who protested 
this state of affairs to Attorney 
General Tom Clark was given no 
satisfaction. Their demands, he 
said, were ignored by the Asso- 
ciated Press, the United Press, 
the New York Times, and the New 
York Herald Tribune, among 
others, because the “boycott power 
of the Catholic Church is_ so 
great.”

He said that the 
American Catholic Hierarchy has 
launched a “full-scale attack” upon 
the principle of separation of 
church and state. 

Bishop Oxnam proceeded to re- 
peat his oft-delivered attack 
against Catholics—the Hierarchy 
were un-American and scheming 
against Americanism. 

He declared that the November 
statement of the American Bish- 
ops attacking secularism used that 
term as “a smokescreen behind 
which the Hierarchy forms its 
forces to secure public funds for 
the support of parochial educa- 
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‘objective is clericalism.” 


Protestants refuse to be 
drawn Jnto a movement whose real 


Bishop Oxnam laid special em- 
phasis on the problem of federal 
aid to education, which is now be- 
fore’ Congress. His way of urging 
that parochial school children be 
kept out of the legislation was 
this: “There is no state church 
here. The people who love the 
church support it. There is a 
public school here, and the public 
supports it. That is as it should 
be. We want neither clericalism 
nor .anti-clericalism in this land. 
The attempt to win public support 
for parochial education is ill con- 
ceived, will divide us, and must 
be defeated.” 


Each person at the POAU mass 
meeting was given a copy of the 
organization’s “Manifesto,” issued 
last January, together with a do- 
nation envelope complete with 
blank check, and a booklet contain- 
ing a Réformation Sunday address 
by a Washington minister which 
was keyed to this level: 


“We Protestants have our work 
cut out for us.

Now if God was so careful to 
provide protection for our body, 
we can sure He was at 
least as careful with our soul— 
since the soul is by far the more 
important part of our personality. 
How Conscience 
Serves Each of Us 


And we do, in fact, have an 
alarm-system built into our soul, 
corresponding in its way to the 
nervous system. We call it “con- 
science.” It stands at the gate of 
the soul and scrutinizes every 
thought entering into our mind. 
If it’s a good, peivceng ag om 
conscience lets it pass. But, if it’s 
evil, conscience sounds a warning. 
It’s up to us, then, to pull our- 
selves together and drive away 
the enemy. If we don’t do that— 
if we let the enemy work its way 
in, our conscience keeps up its 
outcry until it becomes exhausted 
or until we throttle it. 


Actually, of course, conscience is 
nothing more mh our common 
sense, appraising each situation as 
it arises, and passing judgment 
on its moral aspect. We find a bill- 
fold, for instance. Conscience has 
nothing to say about that, since 
there’s nothing particularly good 
or bad about stumbling over some- 
one else’s wallet. 

But now the problem arises of 
what to do with that billfold— 
and right away, conscience is on 
the alert. Shall we just keep that 
billfold, not sayimg anything to 
fanyone about it? 

“No,” says conscience. “See if 
you can find the owner.” 

So we look inside and we find 
a driver’s license. “Now,” says 
conscience, “be a good boy .and 
take that billfold to its owner. You 
know you have no right to someone 
else’s property.” 

So we restore the wallet to its 
owner and we feel rather good; 
we've done the right thing. 

* But if we had given in to that 
little temptation and just kept the 
money, our conscience would have 
given us a pretty bad time of it. 

Nowadays it seems to be pretty 
widely recognized that conscience- 
trouble is getting a lot of people 
upset, causing anxieties, neurosis, 
nervous breakdowns, and even in- 
sanity in some few extreme cases. 
Certainly we cah’t have peace of 
mind with a bad conscience—and 
when I say “bad” conscience, I 
mean a conscience that’s protest- 
ing some evil in our lives. 


Taking Care 
Of Conscience 


The sensible way to cure a bad 
conscience is to root up what- 
ever’s disturbing it. Maybe a man’ 
has a lot of stolen money in his 
bank account. His conscience is 
keeping him awake nights. How 
would you suggest that he re-

Then he'll be able to catch 
up on his sleep. 

Well—elementary as that sounds, 
I’ve just read a book on the subject 
of mental health, written by a 
man supposed to be an expert— 
and do you know how that man 
would cure a bad conscience? He’d 
just kill it. Yes—that’s right. In- 
stead of driving out the enemy, 
he’d simply shoot the watchman. 
Then, he says, he wouldn’t have to 
put up with all that disturbing 
rumpus! 

Did you ever in all your_Jife hear 
of anything as silly as all that? 
I could hardly believe it. That's 
on a par with recommending «a 
shot of morphine as a cure for 
cancer, or suggesting sleeping tab- 
lets as a cure for headaches! 

This particular writer draws a 
distinction between a “good” con- 
science and a “bad” one. He says 
a conscience is ae when it’s 
quiet. Then it’s behaving itself. 
It’s “bad” when it makes an out- 
ery and disturbs us. In such cases, 
he says, we shouldn’t pay the least 
attention tc it.

A FORMER army chaplain, bas- 
ing his estimate on the relig- 
ions preference expressed by 21,- 
000 war time patients at a mid- 
west army hospital, concludes that 
there are closer to 35,000,000 than 
a" Catholics in the United 
States.

We have always maintained that 
Catholics number at least 20% 
more than is reported by Kenedy’s 
Catholic Directory, and our basis 
for this conclusion is census-taking 
in various cities, where a very high 
percentage of Catholics live in 
apartments, and move from one 
_ of the city to another without 
dentifying themselves to the pas- 
tor of the new parish to which 
they presumably belong. 


Catholics certainly die at the 
same rate as others do, namely, 
at the rate of about eleven every 
year to every thousand of the pop- 
ulation. Basing one’s figures on 
the number of deaths reported in 
Kenedy’s Directory, the number of 
Catholics should be at least ten per 
cent higher than his report. 


This reminds us that despite the 
fact that all the Christian organi- 
zations in the country, represented 
in the Association of American Re- 
ligious Statisticians, have request-

IV. What is the big danger for 
a non-Catholic in this regard? 


It is simply this: the desire to 
remain ignorant, lest, perchance, 
having investigated Catholic teach- 
ings, one should become convinced, 
and then be morally bound to enter 
the Church. Some outsiders fear 
the apparent loss of liberty with- 
in the eonfining walls of Catholic 
dogma. This fear can spell death 
for their souls. Instead of hon-. 
estly investigating the Way and 
the Truth and the Life and finding 
true liberty and happiness in the 
Church, the only satisfactory and 
sure way to God, they run the 
danger of being marked as un- 
believers through their own fault. 
This is to shun God’s grace—to 
sin against the Light of the Holy 
Ghost—the worst of offences, an 
unforgiveable sin which damns to 
hell for eternity! 

In this sense the Catholic Churc 
can be man’s greatest enemy. Te 
refuse, knowingly and willingly, te 
be one of her members and to join 
her ranks in the march threugh 
means certain condemnation 
and eternal hell for a soul. On the

“Yes, I am sure they would. A 
competent person, whose contacts 
with the different departments of 
the National Catholic Welfare Con- 
ference and with theologians and 
such other persons as are engaged 
almost exclusively with apologetics, 
and who also knows, what the 
enemy is planning, plotting, saying 
and doing, might be located at the 
National Cathdlic Welfare Confer- 
ence headquarters, and his services 
used, for the one purpose of serv- 
ing information to local Informa- 
tion Centers, to officers of Catholic 
lay organizations, and even to in- 
dividuals who write for the same. 
If the diocese Were to be the 
basic unit of a center, there should 
be at least one individual in every 
parish selected by his or her re- 
spective pastor to deal with that 
diocesan office; and it should be the 
business of the parish representa- 
tive to serve the press and organi- 
zations in his or her particular 
town. If group diocesan action 
were advisable in any particular 
case, then all the parish represen- 
tatives could act jointly.

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Paper Failed For 


Want Of $1000

F it hadn’t been for Father 
Gabriel Richard, Bishop Eng- 
land would have the distinction 
of bringing out the first Catholic 
publication in the U. §S. Father 
Richard started his in 1809 in De- 
troit—a French and English  pub- 
lication devoted to “the Catholic 
essay.” Not much is known about 
it. It quickly failed. 
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1822. His was a weekly newspaper 
called the United States Catholic 
Miscellaney. It survived until 1861 
with a few intervals of suspension 
because of lack of money. The 
good Bishop figured that it would 
succeed if he could manage to get 
300 subscribers at $3.50 a year. 
Since there were 50,000 Catholics 
in the U. S. at the time, his circu- 
lation aim- did ‘not appear to be 
set too high. 

Three hundred out of 50,000 
should have been easy; What hap- 
pened? After six months he had 
less. than 150 subscribers and a 
$500 printing bill he couldn’t pay. 
He suspended publication. Two 
years later he started again with a 
loan. The Miscellaney struggled 
uphill for two years, quit again 
out of breuth and out of money 
and still short of a 300 circulation. 
In 1826 he started once more and 
got over the hill, having finally 
persuaded 300 Catholics of the 
wisdom of reading a Catholic pub- 
lication, or, to speak in percent- 
ages, having reached a little over 
one-half of one percent of. the 
Catholic population. - 

Things are a little better now 
affer 129 years. We have 399 Cath- 
olic .publications in the country 
arid it is estimated that the com- 
bined circulation is around 14 mil- 
lion. In those years the Catholic 
population has grown from 50,000 
to some where around 25,30 or 365 
million. Things are better, but no 
one would say they are satisfac- 
tory. 

It is interesting to speculate on 
what would have happened “if 
some diocese in the U. S. had spent 
as much money on its diocesan 
rpublication as is usually spent on 
a single church building. It is only 
in that fashion that the press is

The Bobbers And 
Squatters In Church 


In church there are the bobbers, 
who bend the knee but not much; 
the squatters, who all but. sit 
down Japanese fashion; the sash- 
ayers, who make a kind of half 
sprawl and fall into the nearest 
pew. Few make a real and devout 
reverence “worthy of the Presence 
there. Yet the King is greater

It’s a good thing to know how 
to genuflect, if-and when you can, 
just in case you happen to get 
married or be in the bridal party, 
or are a sponsor at Confirmation, 
or have a soh become an altar 
boy.

genufiections just after the priest 
and the genuflection swept to- 
wards the rear of the church like a 
wave, with the usual rear guard 
like a comber breaking on the 
shore. 


In crowded churches, especially 
with narrow aisles, it is not neces- 
sary to genuflect before or after 
receiving Communion, particularly 
if you stay on your own side, The 
rule is to genuflect if you pass 
the center of the altar; but at 
Communion time you may bé 
walked on or cause others to fall 
over you. After Communion, you 
are a tabernacle. Often there is 
not’ room to genuflect at the rail 
without. danger or indignity to 
others. 


Kneeling is another thing. The 
right way is to kneel up straight, 
unless the kneeler or the kneelee 
makes this physically impossible. 
In addition to being more respect- 
ful, it permits better circulation 
than when this is practically cut 
off by the edge of the pew against 
which many recline. The half-kneel 
is MO more comfortable than the 
half-nelson. In some chuches, erect 
posture is not possible for even 
the most. emaciated parishioner, 
so badly spaced are the pews and 
kneelers. Where there is a choice; 
do it the right way. 


A recent convert to the Faith 
says she never knew which way 
the seated Catholic was going to 
move.

Most Catholics use 
this slidé rule. Properly, whether 
sitting or kneeling, they should 
stand before taking any other po- 
sition. But what chance has litur- 
Sy against the influence of base- 
stealing and the fiying tackle? 
You might get it done right in a 
small parish. But in our big 
chutches with their thousands? 
Maybe, but what a job! However, 
don’t kid yourself you’re kneeling 
when your knees ate merely bent 
towards or even lightly caressing 
the kneeler. If you can, make it 
a real touchdown. That scores 
points in heaven. And don’t be 
satisfied with just a safety. When 
seated, stand up before you kneel; 
when kneeling, stand up before 
you sit down. 


Profound Reverence 
On Both Knees 


A kind of combination kneel 
and genuflection is the profound 
reverence made by kneeling on 
both knees, bowing and then ris- 
ing. This is in order if you enter 
or leave the church while the 
Blessed Sacrament is exposed: 


Holy Hour, between the Conse- 
cration and the Communion of the 
Mass, whenever the priest may 
have the tabernacle open to remove 
or replace the Holy Sacrament. It 
can be done both gracefully and 
disgracefully. Take your choice. 


You can’t stay in church forever. 
But before you leave, alone or with 
the crowd, it is proper to make 
another genuflection.. When you’re 
alone, you can do about as you 
please. When you leave with the 
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crowd, it’s better to genuflect in 
beg pew. That .way you won't 
halt others, be yee in’ the 
aisle, find yourself making a rev- 
erence to the oncoming and out- 
going worshippers rather than to 
the Cross or the Tabernacle. And 
never, never,—alone or not—make 
that final genuflection like a track 
athlete crouching for the gun that 
will start his dash down the aisle 
to the tape of victory and freedom.

They 
have to cut it out a month or so before the race and get down to 
serious training. They're not always as ready as they think, and 
frequently a driver’s physical failure has as much tv do with his 
bad luck in a race as does a mechanical failure. I know.” 


Rose, a heavy mustache adorning his lip, looks like auythine ‘but’ 


a devil-may-care auto racer. However, despite his slight stature and 
frame, he’s one driver who knows exactly what he’s doing all the time, 
and no contestant is better acquainted with his mechenical monster 
that is hurtling around the track at incredible speed than Rose. As 
mentioned before, he’s an engineer in the Studebaker company, and 
knows everything there is to know about an atito, whether it’s a racing 
car or the kind of a stock model the average person drives. 


Along about May 1 each year, Rose goes to the Indianapolis track 
and starts tuning up his mount. He does very little driving himself 
until he knows the car is ready to go all out. That is usually around 
May 15, he says. Then he’s ready for his qualifying tests, and so is 
the car. So thorough have been Rose’s preparations that he usually 
has the car so primed for its run that he qualifies it in one day’s 
effort, and then literally sits back to act as “nurse maid” for his mount 
until the day of the race, 
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Outside of that qualifying run, Rose won’t spend more than an| ials. 


hour, two hours at the most, behind the wheel of the car before he 
gets in to take part in the big race. Sure of himself and supremely 
confident of his ability, Rose ts ready when the time comes, 


They’re Off 


They're off and running now, we'll say, and) here comes Rose 
into the home stretch. How fast, usually, is he going when he hits 
the straight stretches? 

“Well, | figure ['m making about 150 miles an hour on the 
straight stretches,” Rose replies. “I brake down to about 125 
when I hit the banked turns. There's a lot of ‘pull’ on those 
terms to slow you down, and I figure I’m not doing much better 
than 105-110 when I come off the last turn and head into the 
straight-away again. Then I give "er the gun and get back up 
to that 150-mile clip, and by doing that all during the race I wind 
up with an average of about 120 miles an hour, which is good 
enough to win.” 

What would happen if you’d slam on the brakes when hitting 

150? 

“All you can hope to do if you have to use the brakes going 
at that speed,” Rose replied, “is to slow your car down enough to 
avoid whatever trouble that’s ahead ef you. If the brakes took 
their full bite, and granting that there’d be no skid, the car would 
slide ahead with the wheels locked and you wouldn’t have much, 
if any, control. So, no driver ever tries to come to a sudden stop 
when he’s going so fast. It would mean suicide, and I suppose 
some drivers have been killed when they used too munch brake in 
an emergency, and spun out of control.” 

Could the brakes used on racing cars be installed on stock cars? 

‘They could, of course,” Rose replied, “if anyone wantéd to spend 
the money that they cost. But you don’t need such large and power- 
ful brakes on stock cars. The average driver out on the highway 
needs to make emergency stops occasionally, and if he had racing car 
brakes and applied them suddénly, he’d probably wind up with the 
angels. There isn’t any substitute for common sense, whether you’re 
driving in the 500-mile race or you’re out on a Sunday afternoon for 
a pleasure drive with your family. The fellows who have their cars 
under control at all times, in a race or not, are the fellows who don’t 
need such powerful brakes. They are keen and alert and are ready 
for whatever may confront them suddenly.” 

“Of course,” continued Rose, “the idea in a ‘500’ is speed, speed 
and more speed. You have to take chances during a race that no sane 
driver would think of taking on the highways, but, at least, we don’t 
have to watch out for traffic lights or the road hog who moves over 
onto the left side of the highway to pass a car. All the race traffic, 
at least, is going one way.” 

‘Hurringest Guy’ 

Rose also says that he very seldom uses the rear-view mirror 
with which all racing cars are equipped. 

“When I want to see what’s behind me,” he says, “I take a quick 
glance back over my shoulder, and then I make my move accordingly.” 

How about looking back, taking your eyes off the road ahead, 
when you’re going 125-150 miles an hour? 

“Of course,” Rose explained, “if there’s another car close in 

front of me, I don’t take my eyes off the road, but if there isn’t, 
a quick glance over either shoulder will tell me what I want to 
know. If, for instance, | want to move over to my left, I take a 
quick glance over my left shoulder. If I don’t see a car there, 
I know that I can change position on the track without danger, 
as I'll be sure I’m going as fast as any car on the track and that 
no one will be crowded if I make my move.” 

Rose says he has no particular spot or position on the Indian- 
apolis track which he prefers. He likes to be in a position to 
maneuver whenever he wants to, and if he took the pole position 
he might eventually catch up with a slower car that was also in 
that position, and Rose might have to trail him for some time 
before he could move over into the next lane. Meanwhile, he could 
be losing some valuable ground to faster cars. So, Mauri likes 
to give himself plenty of elbow room at all times. 

Rose is one of only three drivers ever to win the 500-mile race 
three times, and is one of two drivers to win it twice in a row. Wil- 
bur Shaw, now president of the Indianapolis Motor Speedway, won the 
race in 1937-39-40, Louie Meyer won it in 1928-33-36, while Rose’s 
victories were achieved in 1941-47-48. He won as a relief driver for 
Floyd Davis in 1941 after Davis had become ill early in the grind. 

Among the active drivers today, Rose is undoubtedly the “Hurring- 
est Guy” of them all. And he’s never been arrested for a traffic viola- 
tion of any kind, let alone speeding!

vine Providence, and they justi- 
fied our separate national exist- 
ence on the laws of nature and of 
nature’s God. Those sacred words 
were written at a time when the 
Rationalists of France were plan- 
ning the atheistic revolution which 
made the gutters of France run 
red with human blood, and they 
have been red ever since, and 
that revohition was the forerun- 
ner of the Communist uprising 
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that made the streets and fields 
of Russia run red with human 
blood, blood that is still flowing 
‘today in the whole of eastern 
Europe and vast parts of Asia. 
Stab God and civilization reels, 
totters and falls. God has been 
stabbed in many places of the 
world today. . 

Just as our forefathers gave a 
slap in the face to the atheists of 
18th century France, so at the 
rpresent moment official Washing- 
ton in this inaugural ceremony 
has given an official slap in the 
face to the atheists of Russia and 
America.

Court Decision Is 
Wrong Traditionally 


/ 


The Supreme Court’s decision is 
wrong traditionally. No group of 
political speakers ever made more 
frequent mention of divine provid- 
ence, as can be gleaned by a rapid 
scanning of speeches and writing 
of that early period in our coun- 
try. 

Legally— the only way those 
judges could decide the issue was 
from the standpoint of law—leg- 
ally also that decision in favor of 
atheists was wrong. A study of the 
records of those times reveals 
that the framers of that Amend- 
ment had but one objective, to 
make sure that the United States 
would not be either Baptist, Pres- 
byterian, Quaker, Catholic, etc.— 
but that all should have the free- 
dom of conscience to follow their 
own religion. They were close to 
colonial times, and well acquaint- 
ed with the hardships and discrim- 
inations in the various colonies 
because people did not belong to 
a certain majority-held religion. 


That such has been the legal in- 
terpretation down through the 
centuries can be guaged by the 
fact that we have had regularly 
commissioned chaplains in our 
Army and Navy, we have had 
chapels and chaplains in our Mil- 
itary and Naval Academies, in 
Federal and State hospitals and 
prisons. Religion it seems could be 
taught everywhere except in our 
schools. And where if not in our 
schools can it be more necessary.

In the summer of 1933 a Committee of Bishops appointed 
‘he annual meeting of the Catholic Hierarchy during the 
vious November, met at the home of Archbishop John T. 

‘cholas, Cincinnati, to form the Legion of Decency, 
‘ch has to do with the classification of motion pictures. 
s members of that committee were Bishop (later Arch- 
hop) Cantwell of Los Angeles; Bishop Boyle of Pitts- 
gh: Bishop Noll of Fort Wayne, and Archbishop MeNicho- 
‘of Cincinnati, who was, on motion of Bishop Cantwell, 
de Chairman of the committee. 

Bishop Noll remained a member of this’ committee 
ger than any of the others, and was relieved only at his 

request a few years ago. : 

Bishop Noll was requested by the publisherg of the 
nerican Ecclesiastical Review to write an article “How To 
+ Better Films,” and did so for the April 1934 number, 
hich is reproduced herewith: 


How To Get Better Films

appling with a problem almost too huge when it undertakes | 


‘reform the movies? Are the Bishops really hopeful of 
ecess ? 

While I fear that such questions will spontaneously 
ise in the minds of many Catholics,-wHose ecclesiastical 
Jers are pressing them to register effective disapproval of 
s demoralizing films now 86 universally exhibited, success 
ould not be one-half as difficult as it might, at first blush, 
Bear: 

'- Although the ratio of Catholics to the total population 
the United States is only one to five, the ratio is one to 
ree, or even one to two in most of the large cities east of 
s Mississippi, where the big theatres exist and where, 
srefore, box office receipts are heaviest. It is true that in 
any sections of our country the Catholi¢ voice would be “a 
pice crying in the wilderness,” but not so in the cities and 
jwns where three-fourths of the Catholics of the United 
ates live. Only one-fifth of our people dwell on farms and 
i villages. These figures should be reversed in relation to 
rotestantism. Its adherents are four-fifths rural and only 
e-fifth urban. 

Let us particularize: the city of Chicago is 40% Cath- 

lic. Do you mean to say that Hollywood would not be 
eatly disturbed if suddenly the managers of Chicago 
neatres reported that attendance at the movies was being 
ut fifty per cent, and that with the consequent drastic re- 
uction in ticket sales, with no lessening of operating costs, 
ne show-houses could not continue to function? Success 
ould be comparatively easy if all Catholics would only rally 
ound their spiritual leaders.

passage of the Patman Bill designated to secure Federal 
supervision of motion pictures “at the source of production, 


before they are filmed, and for the prohibition of blind and 
block booking.” 


So much did Bishop Cantwell’s article which ap- 
peared in the American Ecclesiastical Review for February 
appeal to this Federal Council that it had the same reprinted 


and circulated widely. This Organization claims it has the 


support of the Protestant Episcopal General Convention, of 
the Baptist Northern Convention, of the General Assembly of 
the Presbyterian Church, of the National Grange, and various 
other organizations. So anxious is it to win Catholic support 
for the cleaning of the stage that it suggests that the Patman 
Bill might be amended to satisfy us. 


Mrs, August Belmont, President of the Motion Picture 
Research Council, has announced that her organization will 
campaign for more wholesome pictures, and wage a fight 
against the continuance of block-booking, which prevents 
managers of local show-houses from exhibiting pictures of 
their own and their patrons’ choice. 


Why should Protestants not be equally interested With 
Catholics in elevating the standards of motion pictures? Why 
should not all people be equally interested? Only the adver- 
saries of Christian morality intent on demoralizing youth, 
could be on the other side. 


The movie could be the greatest educational instru- 
mentality in the world. It could be the most effective promo- 
ter of morality, the most powerful guide of youth along the 
lines of rectitude, the greatest influence for national unity, 
for the improvement of our social life—all this because the 
whole country patronizes the movie and frequently, while only 
a small proportion is under other direct influence designed to 
promote religion and morality. 

The Bishops’ Programs 

Within the writer’s own diocese Protestants of several 
cities have set Catholics an example by securing from their 
people pledges to remain away from the theatre until it de- 
sists from serving filth. During Lent, 1934, thousands of 
Catholic women in his diocese engaged in a house to house 
canvass to procure such pledges, and 60,000 cards were 
signed as evidence of serious cooperation with the Bishop’s 
program. 

Raymond R. Cameron is the Executive Secretary of a 
newly formed Detroit Council of Catholic Organizations 
which is composed’ of all local societies for the purpose of 
building a united front for Catholic Action. The affiliated 
societies, and they number thirty, have a combined member- 
ship of 400,000, are ready to join in this crusade. 


The Bishop of Monterey-Fresno*recently wrote to the 
manager of every theatre in his diocese, urging him to assist 
in making his own theatre a place of cultural and wholesome 
recreation, and assuring him that Catholics will be encour- 
aged to patronize the same if he does, while they will with- 
hold such patronage if he does not. He reminded the theatre 
managers that the campaign was not directed against them 
personally, or against their place of business, but against the 
producers, who have not given them free choice in the selec- 
tion of their films. It is also reported that the results of this 
letter of the Bishop have been most gratifying. 


The Bishop of Fall River prepared a Lenten pastoral on 
the movies which was read from every pulpit in his diocese. 
He suggested that all Catholics subscribe to a “NIM” Code 
(“No Immoral Movies”), whose symbol will be a white dove, 
and whose slogan will be the same as the NRA,—“We do our 
part.” Z 

The Archbishop of Cincinnati ordered the pastors of his. 
Archdiocese each to preach a strong sermon on one Sunday 
during Lent, at all the Masses, on the motion picture evil 
as it exists today, and on the moral wrong committed by 
Catholics who patronize many productions. He asked that a 
committee be appointed in each parish to keep a watchful 
eye on advance advertising of movies to be shown within the 
parish area, and to inform the pastor. He requested the 
cooperation of the National Council of Catholic Women, the 
Holy Name Society, Parent-Teachers’ Association, the Na- 
tional Council of Catholic Men, the Knights, of Columbus, 


other societies of the Archdiocese. He asked the teachers of 
schools to carry the campaign to the children.

‘Send Us Priests!’ 
German Prelate Pleads 


Frankfurt—(NC)—The need of 
priests throughout the diaspora 
districts of Germany continues to 
be so great that one prelate 
pleaded: “Send us priests, or five 
years from now there won’t be 
any Catholics, if we don’t pro- 
vide for them now.” 

There are more than 3,500,000 
Catholics among the refugees 
from the East, who have settled in 
districts formerly predominantly 
Protestant. Only some _ 1,200 
priests came with them. In the 
Magdeburg district, 49 out of 255 
priests .have no churches or cha- 
pels where they can keep the 
Blessed Sacrament. About 700 
Protestant churches are being used 
for Catholic services.

But the POAU statement, an 
“Address to All Americans,” con- 
taining the assertion that it “takes 
ho position for or against Federal 
aid to public schéols,” was given 
out at a press conference staged in 
the conference room of the Nation- 
al Education Association. The 
other sessions of the POAU rally 
were held in a Protestant church 
and a public hall. 

Moreover, Dr. Charl Ormond 
Williams, director of the NEA 
field service, who is in charge of 
the organizing activities of NEA, 
sat on the platform and addressed 
the first public rally’of the POAU 
sessions here.. Dr. Williams spoke 
disparagingly of “the hue and cry 
of the churchmen who decry the 
‘secularism’ of the public schools,” 
and questioned “if they have done a 
better job than the schools—indeed 
as good a job—with the children in 
their respective folds.” 

Dr. Williams, in her remarks, 
seemed to indorse a sort of “relig- 
ion of democracy” for which no re- 
leased-time would be needed, 

“In addition to teaching the cur- 
riculum prescribed by law,” Dr. 
Williams told the POAU rally, “the 


teachers in these public schools 
have always felt a deep responsi- 
bility for inculcating into the minds 
and hearts of their pupils the spir- 
itual and moral values inherent in 
the faith and practice of the great 
religions. Neither the school sys- 
tems, nor the teachers who man 
them, are hostile to religion.” 


“The American people as a 
whole,” Dr. Williams continued, 
“approve the efforts of the teachers 
to teach the good way of life in a 
democracy to their children; to 
teach in a positive way coopera- 
tion, self-denial, tenacity, courage, 
kindness to men and animals, sense 
of duty, love of truth, loyalty, jus- 
tice, freedom, love of country, sen- 
sitivity to beauty, creative thought, 
the open mind, as well as sharing 
in a common cause, respect for 
personality, the worth of every in- 
dividual, increasing control over 
one’s own destiny, moral fiber, and 
help, not exploitation, of the weak, 
or backward one.”

Mr. Norton adds that “the public 
school is one of the strongest forces 
for genuine religion in action,” and 
that there is more they can and 
should do. “Our better schools,” he 
declares, “exemplify in their op- 
eration some of the most profound 
religious conceptions of all times— 
respect for individual personality, 
the brotherhood of man, and integ- 
rity of character.” “It is written 
in the Scriptures,” Mr. Norton con- 
tinues, “that ‘where there is no 
vision, the people perish.’ No insti- 
tution does more to give our people 
vision, than the institution of free 
public education.” 
No one quarrels with teaching 
young people kindness, the brother- 
hood of man, sense of duty, cour- 
age, respect for personality, and 
sensitivity to beauty, but these 
things should not be made a sub- 
stitute for religion, or even a re- 
ligion in themselves,

Notre Dame, Ind.—When Fred 
Miller, President of the Notre 
Dame Monogram Club presented 
the Rev. J. Hugh O’Donnell Me- 
morial trophy to Fritz Crisler, 
Michigan’s Athletic Director, at 
the annual winter meeting of the 
Detroit Quarterback Club held at 
the Masonic Temple, it was the 
third time that a Michigan team 
received a trophy emblematic of 
the national collegiate gridiron 
championship, and each time the 
trophy has come from Notre Dame. 


Previously, the Michigan team 
was honored at the end of the 1932 
and 1933 seasons, and at that time 
was the recipient of the Knute 
Rockne trophy. 


The O’Donnell trophy is the 
fourth in a series of trophies to 
be presented to the yearly winner 
of the national gridiron champion- 
ship, and 4t will be necessary to 
win it three &mes in order to gain 
permanent possession. First was 
the Jack F. Rissman trophy, pre- 
sented by the Chicago sportsman | 
of the same name. Notre Dame 
retired this by winning the nation- 
al title in 1924, 1929 and 1930. The 
Irish then sponsored the Rockne 
trophy. Although Michigan gain- 
ed two legs on the Rockne trophy, 
it was eventually retired by the 
Minnesota “M” Club. Notre Dame 
gained permanent possession with 
national championships in 1943, 
1946 and 1947. Now comes the O’- 
Donnell trophy, sponsored by the 
Notre Dame Monogram Club, and 
‘the first name to be inscribed is 
that of Michigan. 


Both the Rissman and Rockne 
trophies were determined by the 
team rated highest under the Dr. 
Frank Dickenson system of grad- 
ing. The Associated Press poll 
was used in awarding the Williams 
trophy and the same will be true 
of the O’Donnell trophy. 

In addition to receiving the 
O’Donnell trophy, all members of 
the Michigan team and athletic de- 
partment were presented with 
certificates by Club President Mil- 
ler in behalf of the Notre Dame 
Monogram Club.
